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PENTECOSTAL MOVEME 


This is the text of the keynote message deliver- 


ed at the Fifth World Conference of Pentecos- 


tal Churches by Bishop J. A. Synan, Head 
Bishop of the Pentecostal Holiness Church. 


“And it shall come to pass after- 
ward that I will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh: and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, your 
old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions: and also 
upon the servants and upon the hand- 
maids in those days will I pour out 
my Spirit, and I will show wonders in 
the heavens and in the earth, blood, 
and fire, and pillars of smoke.” 

(Joel 2: 28-30) 


I have been asked to speak for a 
few moments this afternoon upon the 
theme of this World Conference of 
_ Pentecostals, namely, “The Purpose of 
God in the Pentecostal Movement for 
this Hour.” 

Recently there appeared an article 
in one of the leading national mag- 
azines in the United States in which 
the president of one of our northern 
theological seminaries made the state- 
ment that the Pentecostal movement 
has become the third great force in 
Christendom. He listed these forces 
as Catholicism, Protestantism and Pen- 
tecostalism. Other writers have made 
similar statements. The modern Pen- 
tecostal movement has been a grow- 
ing and dynamic force in Christen- 
dome for more than a half century. 

Pentecost, according to this scrip- 
ture, was to be distinctly a work of 
God. He said, “I will pour out my 
Spirit.” The movement was to origin- 
ate, progress and expand under Divine 
leadership. And one of the most re- 
markable features of the movement is 
the fact that it sprang up almost simul- 
taneously in all parts of the earth, as 
the Holy Spirit fell upon peoples of 
various nationalities with varying 
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types and degrees of culture and with 
vastly divergent religious back- 
grounds, but with one thing in com- 
mon — a deep and consuming thirst 
for God and a consecrated willingness 
to walk in the light as it came to them. 

They say Pentecost is the third 
great force in Christendom. They are 
right, as of now. But it is really the 
first great force in Christendom. Who 
will deny that the first period of the 
Christian era was in every sense Pen- 
tecostal? 

The latter rain out-pouring of the 
Holy Spirit is God’s final great move- 
ment of power to provide a strong 
witness to the church and the world 
before the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

There are millions of Pentecostal 
believers: tens of thousands of con- 
gregations — some large, some small: 
scores, yes, hundreds, of Bible schools, 
colleges and seminaries: thousands of 
religious broadcasts: multiplied pub- 
lishing establishments, sending forth 
countless millions of white-winged 
messengers, carrying the_ printed 
Word to hungry hearts and minds: 
thousands of dedicated missionaries: 
property counted in the multiplied 
millions of dollars, pounds or what 
have you. What is the purpose of all 
this? What is God’s purpose in it? 

TO PROCLAIM THE LORDSHIP 
OF CHRIST 

That was the burden, the commis- 
sion, the aim, of the original Pentecos- 
tal movement. They could not preach 
or talk without proclaiming Christ. 
Peter's Pentecostal preaching was 
Christ-centered throughout. To him 
the whole scheme of redemption cen- 
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tered in Jesus of Nazareth. 

Paul, the great Apostle to the Ger 
tiles, one filled with the Holy Ghes 
who spake with tongues more tha 
all the gifted Corinthians, was dete 
mined to know nothing amongst m 
save Jesus Christ, and Him crucifies 
And, after expounding the place aa 
function of spiritual gifts in th 
church at Corinth, he recalled t 
people sharply to the great fundamer 
tals of his message — that Christ die 
for our sins, according to the Scri 
tures, that He was buried, and the 
He rose again the third day, accoré 
ing to the Scriptures. (See First Cop 
inthians 15: 1-11). 

Surely, it is the purpose of God fc 
the modern Pentecostal movement t 
present Christ to our generation wit! 
the same authority, the same zeal, th: 
same power, and the same undyin’ 
devotion and uncompromising ce 
tainty that characterized the minis 
of the early Pentecostals. 


TO BRING THE MESSAGE OF MORAL 
AND SPIRITUAL PURITY | 
According to the teachings of Se 
Lord Jesus, a primary work of th 
Holy Spirit in every age is to convic 
the world of sin, and of righteousnes 
and of judgment. Sin must be reba 
ed and condemned. The sin of un 
belief must be exposed and men call 
ed upon to repent and believe th 
Gospel. They must be called upon t! 
go out of the sinning business. Pente 
cost presupposes not only power bu 
purity. You talk to God about powex 
and He will talk to you about purity 
Talk to God about happiness, and H 
will talk to you about holiness. As: 
Him to send you forth with His mes 
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ancient command, “Be ye clean, that 

ear the vessels of the Lord.” “Be ye 
holy; for I, the Lord your God, am 
holy.” Ask God to make your body a 
temple of the Holy Ghost, and He will 
Jay down to you His moral law that 
the temple of God must be holy, 
which temple ye are. 


TO CONFRONT THE FEARFUL 
APOSTACY OF OUR DAY 

A vast section of Christendom is 
under the power of priest-craft and 
uperstition, having strayed far from 
the knowledge of God’s rich saving 
grace. Then there are large elements 
of nominal Protestantism which have, 
through the so-called “higher criti- 
_cism,” undermined faith in the super- 
natural, especially in the inspiration 
and authoriity of the Word of God. 
To such, the doctrine of the Virgin 
Birth is unscientific and unaccept- 
able: the miracles of Christ, the in- 
‘ventions of over-zealous disciples: His 
death, a sort of martyrdom, an acci- 
dent: His resurrection, not a fact, but 
_a sort of idealization of His life and 
teachings: His second coming, only a 
wild imagination of His followers 


“nightmare from the dark ages: 
doctrine of a real heaven, a beautiful 
ream that will never come true. 

We believe all that the Bible says 
bout Christ, His virgin birth, His 
sinless life, His matchless teachings, 
‘His miracles, His atoning death, His 
odily resurrection, His ascension, 
is mediatorial administration in 
ory, His second coming: all that it 
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says about the tinal judgment, about 
heaven and hell. And this age, this 
very hour, needs such a faith and 
such a positive message. Brethren, 
“who knoweth whether we be come 
to the kingdom for such a time as 
this?” 

We should not follow the example 
of the young man who went away to 
the seminary to learn how to preach, 
and who after beginning his first pas- 
torate, became disturbed about the 
complacency of his congregation and 
decided to do something about it. He 
prepared a real digging sermon and 
stood up to deliver it. But he felt in- 
timidated by the presence of certain 
ones in his audience — Mr. So and 
So, the financier, chairman of his of- 
ficial board: Mrs. Uppity-Up, soloist 
and socialite: Miss Prissy, leader of 
the younger set, etc., etc. He was 
tempted to change his sermon. But he 
had no time to prepare another. So 
he decided to give his originally- 
planned sermon with certain softening 


' modifications. And this is how he did 


it. He said, “You are all sinners, more 
or less. And if you do not repent,to a 
certain extent, and be converted, in a 
measure, you will all be damned, to 
a degree.” That was not dogmatic 
preaching, that was puppymatic. He 
started out being dogmatic and ended 
up being puppymatic. 
TO WARN THE WORLD’ OF THE 
CLOSING OF THIS AGE 

The spirit of Antichrist is at work 
in the world, preparing a people for 
the coming and reign of the final] Anti- 
christ. 


And, as surely as that is so, the Holy 
Spirit is at work, preparing a people 
for the coming of the Lord, preparing 
a Bride for the Lamb. 

We live in momentous days. This is 
truly the “hour” and “the power of 
darkness.” 

Tremendous forces are at work in 
the earth, preparing for unprecendent- 
ed destruction. Apocalyptic destruc- 
tion of cities and countries in utter 
ruin. I heard only last Sunday on a 
network program that the Rand Cor- 
poration had made a study and come 
up with the doleful conclusion that — 
an all-out nuclear attack upon Amer- 
ica could take the lives of ninety per 
cent of our population, thus reducing 
a country of 170 million to 17 million 
with clouds of deadly radiation 
threatening the rest. 

We've heard it said that, if the 


Pentecostal movement is not faithful = 
to its mission, God will raise up an- 


other movement to do His will. But, 


brethren, the Pentecostal affusion is _ 


God’s jast great appeal to mankind 


before the judgement of apocalyptic 


proportions shall come to this earth. 
We must be faithful as individuals re- 
gardless of anything to the contrary — 
by an organized segment of Christen- 
dom, or even of Pentecost. For the — 
next great event is the coming of the — 
Bridegroom and the catching away of 
the Bride. 

So let us yield to the gracious woo- — 
ings and working of the Holy Spirit, — 
give God’s witness to this closing age 
of time, and be ready for the coming — 
of the Lord. For, surely, His coming — 


draweth nigh. This has been the con- 


stant testimony of the Holy Spirit for 
over fifty years. The testimony sharp- 
ens, the signs deepen. It cannot be 
much longer now. Let us listen for — 
His call, while we work till He comes.

“Cotton Pickers Wanted” — These 
words stood conspicuously over the 
sagging gate. I was on my way to 
conduct a revival meeting, but when 
I saw this sign I pulled up to the gate 
and parked. I passed a couple hounds 
lazily stretched out in the shade and 
rapped on the door. The man of the 
house greeted me and I said, “Sir, I 
saw your sign out there,” and pointed 
toward the gate. He eyed me for a 
moment, shook his head and said em- 
phatically, “Sorry, but got all the cot- 
ton pickers we need,” and slammed 
the door in my face. 

I paced back to my car a little 
ashamed I had asked for a job and 
drove away. But his words kept 
haunting me. I thought to myself is 
cotton picking so pleasurable and 
profitable that people flock to such 
an occupation? Can it be true the 
cotton picker’s ranks are so over- 
crowded in peak harvest time that no 
more cotton pickers are needed? Just 
beyond I saw the cotton pickers. I 
saw the bending forms of men, wo- 
men and children frantically forcing 
their way down the cotton rows, the 
dead dry stocks clutching their dirty 
faded clothing as the sweating toilers, 
under a merciless sun, snatched the 
white cotton from the bools and stuff- 
ed it into large sacks they were 
wearily dragging behind them. 

Is cotton going to waste? No, no, 
no, no, no! Plenty of cotton pickers! 
Plenty of people willing to press their 
weary way down dry, dusty cotton 
sows. Cotton has a monetary value, 
you know. It is no secret that Cali- 
fornia has the best cotton in the world 
—the longest staple cotton grown. 
This kind of cotton must not be ne- 
glected the growers know. So for a 
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price they are able to hire people to 
toil long hours with bent backs and 
sore muscles. It is hard work and the 
whole family participates. 


Over the Lord’s vineyard are the 
words HELP WANTED. And they 
mean help wanted. I dare you to go 
up and apply! But don’t go unless you 
/mean business. Our Lord’s words are 
words of urgency. He said, “Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest 
(John 4:35). There is something 
about a ripened field that provides 
its own challenge. It cries to one and 
all, “Cast in your sickle.” Jesus re- 
sponded and pressed upon his follow- 
ers the urgency of reaping. Said he, 
“Say not ye, there are yet four months, 
and then cometh harvest.” Jesus knew 
if he could get his disciples to look 
there would be no lack of laborers. 
Only a blind man could pass a ripen- 
ed field without emotions. Our Santa 
Clara Valley is renown for its fruit. 
When this crop ripens the demand 
for harvesters is acute. During World 
War II help was scarce. Every patri- 
otic person participated in the war ef- 
fort. I met the Methodist pastor and 
said, “Doctor, what are you doing to 
help the cause?” He enthusiastically 
replied, “Picking prunes. I can’t see 
all this fruit going to waste and stand 
idly by.” He had caught the vision 
and the vision demanded a response. 
It always will. I too was helping the 
war effort. I had a State job which I 
thought was in keeping with the dig- 
nity of the ministry. In this capacity 
I drifted into the Farm Labor Office 
one day. In rushed an exasperated 
farmer all in a flurry, shouting, “My 
God, man, can’t you get me some 
help; my crop is wasting.” He was 
frantic when told nothing could be

done. I wonder how God feels wit): 
a ripe crop on his hands and a short- 
age of reapers. What a tragedy for 
one grain to perish or one ripe grape 
to become putrescent. 

Read our Lord’s account of the 
shortage of man power (Matt. 20C: 
1-15). With a ripe crop desperately, 
calling, the householder questioned. 
idle workers, “Why stand ye here ai! 
the day idle?” This is the question God 
is putting to us. The crop may largely, 
be lost if we loiter. The word id 
etymologically denotes not the ab- 
sence of action, but vain useless ac- 
tion — the absence of useful effectiv 
action. We could never be condemn- 
ed for inactivity. We love our work.: 
But do we expend our love upon ou 
pulpit more than upon our people? 
Do we love our sermons more thax 
we love souls? Is it possible we lov 
our church more than we love th 
ripening crop? Some of us are doin 
a commendable job of plowing, plant- 
ing, watering and weeding. But this 
is harvest time. The cardinal work at

Believers, those who 
purify themselves, the blessed and 
holy.” Alfred Webb, Assemblies of 
God, England, urged personal evan- 
gelism. “Never in church history have 
sO many men in one generation been 
used to do mass evangelism as in our 
day ... in the early church they were 
scattered abroad, this is the important 
difference. We have no right to be 
called Christians unless we are fishers 
of men.” Harold Jefferies, Internation- 
al Foursquare, preached on Mass 
Evangelism. He said, “Evangelism 
means winning the lost for Christ .. . 
let us not confuse it with reviving the 
church. . .” Nicholas Bhengu, called 
the Billy Graham of Africa, reminded 
us that Africa has had Christianity for 
many years but still needs Christ. 
Ralph Riggs, our General Superinten- 
dent, spoke on “Edifying the Body of 
Christ.” He admonished us not to en- 
trench but to consolidate . . . first 
there must be food and care, then ma- 
turity and strength and last work in 
the kingdom of God. 

Outstanding music was provided 
for the convention. A volunteer choir 
sang and a brass band played each 
night. A fifty voice choir from Swed- 
en, comprised of ministers, sang in 
English.

‘We often speak of the threefold ac- 
tivity of the mind — knowing, feeling 
and willing — and we may note sim- 
ilar parts of the church’s ministry. It 
seems to me that along these lines we 
shall find the special sphere of Wo- 
men’s Missionary Council in the local 
assembly. Let us meditate for a few 
moments upon the women’s work 
under these headings. . 

First we have the thought of 
KNOWLEDGE. Surely the women, 
who sometimes have more time for 
reading than their husbands, can help 
along this line. The Women’s Mission- 
ary Council should be the chief re- 
pository of missionary information in 
the church. Every member should 
study all our missionary papers, es- 
pecially the Missionary Challenge for 
the news of the worldwide field, the 
Christ’s Ambassadors Herald to find 
out the needs of the young people, 
and Our Sunday School Counsellor 
for advice as to the children’s work. 
The women could so make these 
papers live to the assembly that their 
circulation would be continually in- 
creasing. 

I know one assembly where the 
Missionary Council has a map drill at 
every meeting. A sister who has all 
our mission fields on her heart and at 
her finger tips, takes charge of that 
part of the devotions. They have a 
large map of the world on their wall, 
and the sister who is leading points 
out each mission field in turn, and all 
our Assemblies of God missionaries in 
that section; then they close their eyes 
and one of them prays definitely for 
each worker and his needs. (Of course 
every sister is free to mention special 
needs or requests for prayer from 
some of the workers she knows per- 
sonally. They then pass on to the next 
section of the map, and so on until 
they have prayed for every country. 

Another Council where they are 
often visited by missionaries, felt the
